POLICE have appealed for 
witnesses after a man was 
critically ill in an attack as 
he walked through Wednes- 
bury .

Detectives are looking for 
a white man, in his mid 30s 
to 40s, between 5ft 2in to 5ft 
7in, of slim build, with very 
thin or even gaunt facial fea¬ 
tures, short mousey brown 
hair, who smokes. The girl 
was described as white, 
aged between 12 and mid 
teens, of slim build, around 
5ft 5in, with loose curly or 
wavy hair, with dark roots 
but otherwise dyed red.

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CRICKET NETS 
SAFETY MOVE 


A CRICKET club wants to install a 
new fence and nets around part of 
its ground to prevent balls flying over 
a busy dual carriageway near The 
Hawthorns. 

Officials from West Bromwich Dartmouth 
Cricket Club have revealed the plans to im¬ 
prove safety across the often-congested Bir¬ 
mingham Road close 


to junction one of the 
M5. 

They want to put up 
a 32ft high fence with 
netting to stop balls 
escaping from the 
ground and hitting 
people or cars. 

The club, which plays in 
the Birmingham & District 
Premier Cricket League, 
and the Staffordshire 
Cricket Championshhip, 
currently erects a tempo¬ 
rary fencing on match days 
but would like to see a 
permanent fence installed, 
which would cover a 82ft 
stretch of the ground. 

The club said there had 
was not a major problem 
with balls landing on the 
road but they want to take 
action to ensure it could not 
happen in the future. 

Boards 

Club secretary Dave 
Davies said: “We thought it 
was prudent to protect this 
part of the boundary. 

“We’ve got high adver¬ 
tising boards and conifer 
trees on the other side of 
the ground but there is no 
protection on this side of 
the ground. 

“It is more of a safety 
issue and preventing it 
being a problem. 

“In about 20 years, I 
would say we have had 
two incidents where a ball

has gone on to the road.” 
A design and access state¬ 
ment submitted to Sandwell 
Council by club officials as 
part of the planning applica¬ 
tion states: “The proposals 
do not seek to affect any ex¬ 
isting access or views of the 
cricket club and are purely a 
safety consideration. 

“The purpose of the 
fence proposed is to prevent 
cricket balls escaping during 
matches over the existing 
brick wall on to the Bir¬ 
mingham Road and hitting 
pedestrians or traffic pass¬ 
ing along the roadway. 

Choice 

“The fencing will be per¬ 
manent and will consist of 
wire rope and green nylon 
knotted netting fixed to 
green polyester powder 
coated steel posts. 

“The netting will be situ¬ 
ated inside the existing brick 
wall, the brick wall being ap¬ 
proximately 2m high off the 
existing pavement. 

“The choice of netting and 
posts has been aesthetically 
driven to be in-keeping with 
the green nature of the site 
adjacent to the conifers and 
the club house.” 

The scheme has been 
given the go-ahead from 
Sandwell Council allowing 
the club to carry out the 
work before the new cricket 
season.

Survivor: 
l saw evil 
in killer's 
eyes again 

BLACK Country blood¬ 
bath survivor Jill Burkitt 
has told of the moment she 
again saw evil in the eyes of 
a mass killer. 

It came almost 36 years 
after he had shot dead her 
mother, father and brother 
- and left her riddled with 
bullets at her home in An¬ 
drew Road, West Bromwich. 

Jill had lived in fear of 
coming face-to-face with 
crazed gunman Barry Wil¬ 
liams since he ran amok 
with two pistols back in Oc¬ 
tober 1978. 

The confrontation oc¬ 
curred last week when the 
killer - now calling himself 
Harry Street - appeared in 
the dock at Birmingham 
Crown Court to be sen¬ 
tenced to an indefinite hos¬ 
pital order for a terrifying 
hate campaign against his 
next door neighbour, War¬ 
ren Smith. 

Nursery nurse Jill, now a 
53-year-old divorced moth- 
er-of-two living in Great 
Barr, sat in the front row of 
the public gallery. She re¬ 
vealed: “He glanced across 
at where I was sitting and 
our eyes met for a moment. 

“Then he quickly looked 
down. I kept glaring at him 
but he would not make fur¬ 
ther eye contact. 

“Then he started getting 
upset and when that hap¬ 
pened I saw evil in his eyes 
again.”

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Market sale has £600k guide price 


A market which went into receiver¬ 
ship and was threatened with clo¬ 
sure, will go up for sale next week. 

Cradley Heath Market, which 
also includes 24 surrounding shop 
fronts in the town, will go up for 
sale with auctioneers Allsop, with a 
guide price of £600,000. 

However, market manager Pete 
Cope, who was forced to deny that 
the market would close earlier this 


year after news of its financial dif¬ 
ficulties broke, said he is positive 
about the future. 

“The best case scenario here is 
that the new owners will come in 
and inject some capital into the 
market so we can get to work at¬ 
tracting new traders and, of course, 
customers,” Mr Cope said. 

“We would also be able to open up 
the other half of the market which 


we are currently using for storage. 

“I have been here 17 years and 
I can say for sure that you get out 
what you put in. I am very positive 
about it.” 

Traders in the market have mixed 
feelings about the plans. 

Stephen Morton, who runs an 
underwear stall in the main mar¬ 
ket, said: “I do have a worry that 
the person or group who comes in 


and buys the market will not see the 
need for it and get rid of it. 

“This stall was originally my 
daughter’s and it’s been here for 10 
years - it would be sad to see the 
market go.” 

Gary Link, who has worked on 
the same fish stall for 23 years, said 
he believes that traders and local 
residents alike should be more posi¬ 
tive about the future.

Independent 
promise over 
investigation 

AN investigation into al¬ 
leged ‘inappropriate action’ 
by a senior councillor in the 
sale of publicly owned land 
will be ‘independent’ the 
authority’s leader has said. 

Councillor Mahboob 
Hussain, deputy leader of 
Sandwell Council, has stood 
down from his role as chair¬ 
man of the council’s asset 
management and land dis¬ 
posal committee pending a 
formal investigation. 

It follows questions raised 
on a blog and on social 
media of a link between his 
role in deciding to sell off 
land and his son, who is said 
to have bought some. 

Councillor Hussain has 
denied any suggestion of 
wrongdoing and the au¬ 
thority’s chief executive Jan 
Britton said his decision to 
stand down was a ‘neutral 
act which does not imply 
any wrongdoing’. 

Council’s leader Council¬ 
lor Darren Cooper said: “We 
cannot continue to have a 
blogger making ambiguous 
statements about members 
of the council. 

“I’ve ordered a review 
with a view to publishing 
a report so that people can 
judge for themselves. This 
council follows due process.” 

He said the council’s in- 
deependent audit service 
would be in charge. ” 


Street, Langley Green. 

It is believed the site was 
former industrial premises, 
long since disappeared, and 
now a regular haunt for 
fly-tippers. 

Security fencing which 
bordered the land has been 
broken to allow access. And 
while some temporary barri¬ 
ers have been put up, fly-tip¬ 
pers have still been able to 
dump rubbish. 

Ward councillor Susan 
Downing said she was 
shocked at the waste and 
would be investigating. 

“I will absolutely find 
out what has gone on here 
because it is not nice,” she 
said. 

“We don’t usually have a 
problem with fly-tipping like 
this around here. 

“There is not normally a 
problem as we have a good 
system in place at the coun¬ 
cil for tackling fly-tipping. 

“This first thing is we will 
have to find out who owns 
the land, whether it is the 
council or a private land- 
owner.” 

Grass has started to grow 
over the wasteland but rub¬ 
bish can be seen piled up 2ft 
deep in places. 

There are old plastic pal¬ 
lets used for milk bottles or 
drinks alongside numerous 
black bin liners full of waste. 

Fly-tippers have dumped 
old bed furniture with 
draws for bed units sitting 
on top of the rubbish. 

Plastic bottles have also 
been gathered to scatter on 
the land next to fence pan¬ 
els. 

Sandwell Council was un¬ 
available for comment.

Mayhem as storms batter area 


ROADS were closed, damage caused and 
train services thrown into chaos as the 
West Midlands was battered by freak 
storms during an afternoon of mayhem. 

Many rail commuters suffered nightmare 
journeys after debris blown by the storm 
put overhead power lines out of action. 

Elsewhere, three people were killed 
and another five injured as winds of up to 
108mph hit parts of Britain. 

In Rowley Regis, a propeller from a wind 
turbine sliced through a hedge after being 
torn from its bearings by the high winds. 

All three propellers were ripped from 
the electricity generator at St Michael’s 
High School in Curral Road. Emma Brewin 


was watching television at home in Ross 
Heights at the back of the school at around 
6.30pm when she heard ‘an almighty bang’. 

“It sounded as though something had hit 
the house,” she said. “Then I spotted that 
the wind turbine at the school about 100 
yards away had gone, leaving just the pole. 
One of the propellers had come to land in 
next door’s garden. 

“We are just so lucky that it didn’t come 
through the window.” 

Commuters between Wolverhampton 
and Walsall also faced delays when plas¬ 
tic sheeting blew into power lines. Other 
debris affected parts of the track between 
Walsall and Birmingham New Street.

A WORKER was stabbed 
and beaten by a gang who 
stole his iPhone as he 
walked home from work. 

A car pulled up along¬ 
side the 26-year-old victim 
before a passenger got out 
wielding a weapon and hit 
him repeatedly. 

Two other men got out of 
the car and started to kick 
and punch the victim as he 
fell to the floor, leaving him 
unconscious.

Teenager 
locked up 
for series 
of crimes 

A TEENAGER who bur¬ 
gled two houses, robbed a 
convenience store and was 
involved with the theft of 
three cars within the space 
of 15 days has been locked 
up for more than five years.

The court heard Vaughan 
had previous convictions for 
taking without consent and 
criminal damage, and was 
the subject of a community 
order at the time. 

In defence, Mr Anthony 
Bell said his client suffered 
from attention deficit hyper¬ 
activity disorder, and had 
been recruited ‘not entirely 
willingly’. 

He said Vaughan was now 
aware about the impact the 
offences had on his victims.

Her sister Ewa, 21, said her dis¬ 
appearance was out of character 
and had left the family baffled and 
concerned. 

“She has never gone missing be¬ 
fore now,” Ewa said. “She is always 
very open with us about where she 
is going and stays in contact. 

“If she had ever wanted any help 
then she would always get in touch 
with us before. She does not have 
any money or her phone.” Ewa 


said her sister had been studying at 
Stourbridge College where she was 
taking a public service course. 

She had a number of part-time 
jobs including working in a pub 
and as a Polish translator in health 
clinics. She has a keen passion for 
music. She has two sisters and a 
brother, who lives in Poland. 

Ewa said the family had not re¬ 
ported her missing until after she 
had been missing a day because 
they thought she may have been at 
a sleepover. But she said they had 
contacted many of her friends after 


growing increasingly concerned. 
“We just want to know where she is. 
She is really bubbly and outgoing,” 
Ewa added. 

Police have appealed for informa¬ 
tion over Beata’s whereabouts. She 
is described as, 5ft 7in with shoulder 
length ginger hair and green eyes. 

She was last seen wearing a cream 
jacket and carrying a blue bag. 

A West Midlands Police spokes¬ 
man said: “Beata’s family are be¬ 
coming increasingly concerned.”

Hoard brought to life in 
new interactive display

from the Staffordshire Hoard are 
being brought to life like never 
before in a new interactive exhi¬ 
bition. 

Around 1.5 million people have been to 
see the hoard on display since it was dis¬ 
covered in a farmer’s field in Hammerwich 
five years ago. 

Now they can get a new perspective on 
this fascinating find as more than 300 or¬ 
nate pieces go on display at Birmingham 
Museum and Art Gallery. 

The display will shine a light on conserva¬ 
tion work to protect the Hoard. 

The gold and silver items will be brought 
into focus using microscopes giving visitors 
an even clear view of some of the Anglo 
Saxon treasure. 

Touch screens and videos will allow peo¬ 
ple an even greater insight. 

Younger visitors can get to grips with 
some of the unusual tools that conserva¬ 
tion staff have used while working with the 
1,400-year-old objects. 

Exquisite 

Visitors can find out about the exquisite 
craftsmanship used to create the items and 
learn how the designs of the objects can be 
linked to many regions across Europe. 

Many of the well known pieces feature in¬ 
cluding the folded cross, the Millefiori stud 
and sword pommels. 

The display will become a permanent 
gallery home to many pieces of the Hoard 
which has been on tour across the coun¬ 
try. The exhibition was developed with a 
£700,000 Heritage Lottery Fund grant to 
help display the find. 

Birmingham Museum’s director, Ellen 
McAdam, said staff were excited to have the 
new exhibition open to the public. 

“The Staffordshire Hoard is one of Bir¬ 
mingham’s most popular collections, and 
this new gallery will give visitors an even 
greater access to this unique find,” she said. 

“Last year alone, over 100,000 people 
from across the world came to see the 
Hoard at the museum, and we look forward 
to welcoming many more visitors in years

PROVING there is no subject too awful, too appalling or 
too globally life-threatening to laugh at, a reader says he 
was amused to read that air passengers tested for Ebola 
will ’’have their temperature taken at entry points.” Let’s 
see if we’re still amused six months from now, eh? 

MANY thanks to Daniela Liverani, 24, from Edinburgh 
who chose this week to volunteer the news that, having 
suffered from nosebleeds for some weeks, she finally dis¬ 
covered she had a three-inch leech living in one nostril. I 
think most of us would have kept that to ourselves. 

MICHAEL McIntyre stormed off the stage when a woman 
persistently used her mobile phone. I sympathise, coming 
fresh from a birthday party where a hugely-talented couple 
performed a selection of blues and soul standards. They 
were excellent but 90 per cent of the guests simply ignored 
them, talking over the music and not even applauding at 
the end. The simple courtesies, such as the ability to shut 
our traps and listen, are fading fast. 

SO what do drivers really make of “driver awareness” 
courses, offered as an alternative to penalty points on your 
licence?

The Most Secret Trial in History may end up being even 
more secret than anyone intended.

options to drop it or extend 
it to families receiving work¬ 
ing tax credits dismissed. 

Cabinet members wer due 
to make a final decision this 
week. The proposed move 
followed a consultation car¬ 
ried out with schools and 
parents. 

Out of 108 people who 
responded to the question¬ 
naire, 94 people said the 
scheme should not be with¬ 
drawn. 

A total of 87 of the re¬ 
spondents said they would 
be ‘impacted a great deal’ if 
the the cut was made. 

In a report, Simon White, 
director of children’s ser¬ 
vices, said: “The outcome of 
the consultation indicated 
that families on the lowest 
income level would experi¬ 
ence difficulty in meeting 
the cost of school uniform 
without the assistance of 
the school clothing allow¬ 
ance.” 

He said schools and acad¬ 
emies would be asked to re¬ 
view school uniform policies 
to ensure it was affordable. 

“No school uniform 


should be so expensive as to 
leave pupils or their families 
feeling unable to apply to, 
or attend, a school of their 
choice, due to the cost of the 
uniform,” he said. 

“The school uniform 
should be easily available 
for parents to purchase and 
schools should seek to select 
items that can be purchased 
cheaply, for example in a 
supermarket or other good 
value shop. 

“Schools should keep 
compulsory branded items 
to a minimum and avoid 
specifying expensive items 
of uniform.” 

The vouchers are made 
available to parents on a low 
income, who would be enti¬ 
tled to free school meals, to 
help towards the purchase 
of school clothing. 

A total of 2,622 received 
the vouchers this school 
year. 

Parents are able to use 
them when pupils are start 
school for the first time or 
transfer to, or in, secondary 
school.

Cirlfriend 
took her 
life after 
hotel row 

A POLICE cadet took her 
own life after an argument 
with her boyfriend during 
a weekend away at a music 
festival, a coroner ruled. 

Katie Burgess was found 
hanged from a tree near Tit- 
ford Road, Oldbury, on July 
6, the following day. 

The 25-year-old had trav¬ 
elled with her partner from 
her home in Barnsley for the 
music event in Birmingham. 

The couple had planned 
to stay in a hotel in Old¬ 
bury but at around 7pm 
Miss Burgess left the hotel 
following a row, leaving her 
belongings, including her 
mobile phone, behind. 

Her partner reported her 
missing shortly after 11pm 
but she was not found until 
a dog-walker spotted her 
body at 7.45am the next day. 

The inquest at Smethwick 
heard she had a history of 
depression and suffered 
from body image issues. A 
post mortem report showed 
she had been drinking 
lager and vodka, and had 
the equivalent of twice the 
drink-drive maximum of 
alcohol in her system when 
tested hours later. 

The cause of death was 
given as asphyxia due to 
hanging. 

Senior Black Country 
coroner Zafar Siddique con¬ 
cluded that Miss Burgess 
had committed suicide.

Gang fails 
in appeal 
to get jail 
term cut 

MEMBERS of a five-strong 
gang jailed for attacking a 
retired Indian general as 
he strolled through London 
with his wife have failed to 
persuade judges their sen¬ 
tences were too harsh. 

Lt-Gen Kuldeep Singh 
Brar, 78, was targeted by 
the gang in revenge for his 
role in the 1984 Indian mil¬ 
itary strike on the Golden 
Temple, in Amritsar - the 
holiest shrines for Sikhs. 

The five jailed over the 
attack were Mandeep Singh 
Sandhu, 36, of Green Lane, 
Great Barr; Dilbag Singh, 
38, of no known address; 
Harjit Kaur, 40, of Hayes, 
Middlesex; Barjinder Singh 
Sangha, of Wolverhampton; 
and Lakhbir Singh, 27, of 
Crockets Lane, Smethwick. 

All five were jailed for 
wounding with intent. 

Sandhu and Dilbag Singh 
were each handed 14-year 
terms, Harjit Kaur received 
11 years, Sangha got 10-and 
a-half years and Lakhbir 
Singh received 10 years. 

All save Sangha took their 
cases to the Appeal Court 
challenging their sentences. 

Mr Justice Dingemans, 
sitting with the Lord Chief 
Justice, Lord Thomas, and 
Mr Justice Sweeney, dis¬ 
missed the appeals,saying: 
“We are not persuaded the 
sentenceswere excessive.”

“I have had a caravan down in 
Tal-y-Bont, North Wales, for some 
56-57 years and I have had a lot of 
fun over many, many years.” 

“Life is a balance and going back 
down to Wales and having the free¬ 
dom and use of a caravan, whether 
static, mobile or whatever, is a won¬ 


derful way to get a quick escape and 
recharge the batteries.” 

The caravan, which measures at 
30ft by 8ft, was unveiled for the first 
time at the show in Birmingham. 

German company Knauss Tab- 
bert spent £88,000 on the mobile 
phone app, which also uses finger 
print technology for security. 

Company spokesman Alex Wehr- 
mann said: “The Caravisio is an 
exciting new concept caravan that 
demonstrates what the future of 
caravanning really could look like. 

“Styled on a luxury yacht and 


designed to offer the ultimate in 
comfort and functionally, the back 
fully opens up with a verandah and 
awning to bring the outdoors inside. 

“A smart glass screen enables the 
TV to be projected outside, bringing 
a whole new element to caravan¬ 
ning.” 

It is one of more than 400 cara¬ 
vans to be exhibited at the event.

Possible 
Ebola tests 
at airport 

Enhanced screening for 
the deadly Ebola virus could 
take place at Birmingham 
Airport, it has been re¬ 
vealed. 

Health Secretary Jeremy 
Hunt announced screen¬ 
ing would begin at London 
Heathrow. But he said it 
could be extended to Bir¬ 
mingham and Manchester if 
the risk level increases. 

Checks will be expanded 
to Gatwick and Eurostar 
rail terminals by the end of 
this week. 

Mr Hunt has told MPs 
it is ‘likely’ that Ebola will 
be seen in the UK and a 
‘handful’ of cases could be 
confirmed in the next three 
months. 

Screening would include 
temperature checks, with 
a thermometer pointed at 
the forehead, and question¬ 
naires. 

Customs staff could also 
observe and question in¬ 
coming passengers, and 
travellers with raised tem¬ 
peratures could be subjected 
to blood tests or quarantine. 

Thermal cameras, used 
to detect the heat of passen¬ 
gers, could also be used.

A total of 40 people 
pleaded guilty to charges 
relating to the disorder 
that took place during the 
demonstration in Birming¬ 
ham on July 20 last year. 

Around 1,800 supporters 
of the far-right group met in 
Bar Risa in Broad Street on 
the morning of the protes 
before marching down into 
Centenary Square, where 
they clashed with police.

SOMETIMES you wonder 
whether the top brass of pub¬

For example, how else could 
one explain the recent report 
that old Aunty Beeb has blown 
£200,000 of licence-payers’ 
money teaching its staff how to 
use iPhones? 

Straight away, MP Phil¬ 
ip Davies, who has turned 
BBC-bashing into something of 
an art form, was presented with 
an open goal. Predictably, he 
was quick to remark that if BBC 
staff were so stupid that they 
couldn’t use an iPhone , then 
the corporation should probably 
change its recruitment process. 
And who could argue with that? 

Except that I wouldn’t know 
how to operate an iPhone ei¬ 
ther. And not because I am stu¬ 
pid - although, many will argue 
that may well be the case - but 
simply because I have never had 
cause to use one of the devices, 
and nobody has ever shown me. 

However, I would hazard a 
guess that they usually come 
with some form of instruction 
booklet, so you would not think 
it beyond the wit of most BBC 
professionals to be able to read 
those before embarking on a 
£200,000 training programme. 

And when I needed to use an 
iPad for the first time, I devised 
a particularly cost-efficient train¬ 
ing programme which I think the 
BBC could learn from. I asked 
a technically savvy colleague to 
show me what to do, simples. 
□□□□□ 

OF all the nations you might 
expect to come up with a solu¬ 
tion to end all wars and bring 
everlasting world peace, I must 
concede that I never thought 
that the Russians and the Aus¬ 
tralians would figure highly.

Anyway, not to be outdone, 
Putin has now reminded Abbott 
that while he might be good at 
cycling, it is the Russian leader 
who is the judo champion. Fight! 

Wouldn’t it be refreshing if, 
instead of sending thousands 
of young men to their deaths 
every time they had a disagree¬ 
ment, world leaders just settled 
their differences with a good 
old-fashioned fist fight, no inno¬ 
cent parties involved?

DEBr 

IT is absolutely right that UKIP’s 
Nigel Farage should be included 
in an ITV debate between party 
leaders in the run up to the Gen¬ 
eral Election. 

But so, too, it is correct for 
there to be a head to head on 
Sky and Channel 4 between Da¬ 
vid Cameron and Ed Miliband 
without Mr Farage or Liberal 
Democrat Nick Clegg present. 
The Tory and Labour leaders 
are the only ones who stand a 
chance of being Prime Minister 
next year. 

The viewing public need be re¬ 
minded of the real heads or tails 
choice they face in at least one 
of those debates. 

What is particularly galling 
for some politicians is the plan 
of the BBC to hold a debate in¬ 
cluding Mr Clegg but excluding 
Mr Farage as well as the lead¬ 
ers of other parties, such as 
the Greens and Respect, all of 
whom like UKIP currently have 
at least one MP. 

The Liberal Democrats are a 
busted flush, according to UKIP 
MEP Bill Etheridge. He said:“lf 
anything, it should be the Lib 
Dems arguing to keep their 
place in the debates, not UKIP 
arguing to be given one.” 

He has a point. The Lib 
Dems lost their deposit in no 
fewer than seven by-elections 
since 2010. There are parts of 
the West Midlands where they 
did not even bother standing in 
council elections. 

They might well be a party of 
government, but they have no 
more chance of winning a major¬ 
ity than any of the minor parties. 
As such, Nick Clegg deserves to 
be relegated to a debate with the 
minor parties. 

Better still, he and Mr Farage 
should go head to head as the 
ones whose parties the opinion 
polls indicate are currently vying 
for third place. 

There is every chance Nigel 
Farage could be as much of a 
kingmaker next year as Nick 
Clegg was in 2010. 

What their parties demand in 
exchange for their support in the 
event of a hung Parliament could 
change the future of Britain. 

IN Westminster, the Tories love 
to claim all the credit for the re¬ 
cent good news on unemploy¬ 
ment. Yet their opposition leader 
on Wolverhampton City Coun¬ 
cil suggests there are not quite 
the reasons to be cheerful there 
should be. 

Wendy Thompson is unhappy 
the city has the highest percent¬ 
age of people claiming Jobseek¬ 
ers’ Allowance and calls on the 
Labour council to do more, say¬ 
ing she does not want its recent 
business week to be dismissed 
as ‘hot air’. 

Councillor Thompson is to be 
congratulated for her willingness 
to speak truth to power, even if 
she ends up on the wrong side of 
her own party line. But if things 
do get better, something tells 
me David Cameron and George 
Osborne won’t share credit with 
Labour-run Wolverhampton City 
Council.

and shot him. I passed out for a short 
time but when I came around I strug¬ 
gled to move and somehow reached the 
driveway. 

“I prayed my father was alive but 
scrambled further down the drive in 
hope of getting help. I became aware of a 
crowd gathering at the end of my drive. 

“One man came forward to reassure 
me that an ambulance was on its way. 

“Although I had lost a lot of blood and 
my injuries were very severe, somehow 
the brilliant doctors managed to save my 
life, although they did say that I may not 
be able to have any children.” 

Williams was ordered to be detained 
in a secure mental hospital indefinitely 
when he appeared at Stafford Crown 
Court and admitted five cases of man¬ 
slaughter on the ground of diminished 
responsibility. 

Unaware 

A mental health panel ruled it safe to 
release him back into the community 
15 years later. He changed his name to 
Harry Street and was allowed to settle 
in Birmingham just miles from where 
Jill was living, totally unaware of the 
developments. 

Now living in Great Barr, the divorced 
mother-of-two said: said: “My auntie 
telephoned to say that the Press had 
called her to comment on the release of 
Barry Williams later that day in June 
1994. 

“My blood ran cold as my mind raced 
with all of the horrors filling my head. 
Oh no he is going to come to kill me and 
my family, I thought.” 

In fact Harry Street targeted Warren 
Smith and his family who lived next 
door to him at his new home in Hazel- 
ville Road, Hall Green. 

When police raided the address on Oc¬ 
tober 14, 2013 they found a a cache of 
weapons alarmingly similar to the arse¬ 
nal of guns and explosives he had used 
in 1978. Mr Justice Blair said a fresh 
tragedy had been averted by ‘a narrow 
margin’. 


A woman who survived a 
killing spree 36 years ago 
has now relived the ordeal. 

JOHN SCOTT reports 

JILL Burkitt was just 17 years 
old when she was shot eight 
times by next-door neighbour 
Barry Williams. 

The mass murderer wiped out her 
entire family and two other people 
in a merciless killing spree back on 
October 26, 1978. 

Now, 36 years on, she has spoken pub¬ 
licly for the first time about the terri¬ 
fying night her father George, aged 49, 
her 48-year-old mother Iris and brother 
Philip, 20, died in a hail of bullets after 
Williams ran amok with two pistols in 
Andrew Road, West Bromwich. 

Incredibly Jill survived her injuries 
during the slaughter that also left Judy 
Chambers, another of Williams’ neigh¬ 
bours, seriously wounded. 

Cornered 

The killer sprayed the street with bul¬ 
lets and hurled a makeshift bomb that 
did not explode as he fled in his Ford 
Capri, later shooting dead shop owner 
Michel Di Maria and his wife, Lisa at 
their convenience store in Nuneaton, 
before being cornered and arrested in 
Bakewell, Derbyshire, after a lOOmph 
police chase. 

Jill, now aged 53, said: “I was doing my 
college work sitting in the lounge with 
my mother on an ordinary Thursday 
evening just after tea. 

“My brother was in the drive working 
on his car with my dad. 

“Suddenly my brother burst in clutch¬ 
ing his arm. He was shocked and wide 
eyed as he told us that Williams had shot 
him and my dad. 

“I tried to scream whilst involuntarily 
running through the door to go and help

my dad. I had just opened the front door 
with my mother right behind me - she 
had picked up the phone to call the po¬ 
lice I guess - when Williams entered the 
house through the back door shooting 
me in the back as I tried to go outside.” 

She added: “I was shot once under 
my arm as I turned, four times in my 
lower body, once on each arm and once 
in the leg. 

“I was lying bleeding and incapaci¬ 
tated in the doorway while behind me 
I could hear my mother gasping for 
breath as she must have been shot too. 


As I lay there I could hear her breathing 
getting more and more faint until it was 
no more. 

“Not able to stand, I desperately 
crawled just outside in the doorway 
while fighting to stay conscious. 

“As I lay there more shots echoed in 
the darkness and as my front window 
shattered, my brother came crashing 
through, his body resting motionless 
beside me. 

“He had been hiding behind the set¬ 
tee. Williams must have just walked 
past my mother and I after shooting us 
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From Down under 

I LIVE in Australia and am researching my 
husband’s family tree. I am trying to find 
information on a relative who lived in the 
Birmingham area around 1900-1930. His 
name was Edward (Ted Clarke) and he was 
a canal lock keeper. Ted married Emma 
Goodwin and they had a daughter, Lilian. 
Emma died in 1905 and Ted married Mir¬ 
iam Jeanette (Minnie) Riley (nee Taylor). 

Minnie Riley was a widow with a young 
son Arthur Harold Riley when she married 
Ted.

Murderer 
in hammer 
attack loses 
appeal bid 


A KILLER from Smethwick who brutally mur¬ 
dered a former friend in a cocaine-fuelled 
rage has been told by top judges that his 19- 
year jail sentence was richly deserved. 

Adam George Buckley, aged 29, was found guilty 
of murdering Oliver Mee and sentenced in 2009. 
Buckley of Ethel Street, had appealed against the 


length of his sentence. 

His barrister at the Court 
of Appeal hearing, Mr Ste¬ 
phen Field argued that the 
jail term did not take into 
consideration his young 
age and lack of previous 
violence, and a depressive 
illness. But the appeal was 
thrown out by Lord Justice 
Davis who described the 
killing as ‘brutal’. 

During the hearing Lord 
Justice Davis said Buck- 
ley attacked Mr Mee, 24, 
when the latter arrived at 
his house to collect some 
cocaine in June 2007. Buck- 
ley was noticeably high and, 
when mocked by Mr Mee for 
that, violence erupted. 

Mr Mee was left with 
40 separate wounds, 20 of 
them inflicted with a ham¬ 
mer. Later, when Buck¬ 
ley’s mother’s partner John 
Atkins arrived home, he 
launched another brutal at¬ 
tack, bludgeoning the man

repeatedly. Mr Atkins stag¬ 
gered into the street and po¬ 
lice were called, but Buckley 
did not stop there, instead 
going to a nearby bungalow 
to attack neighbour Frances 
Walker. 

Despite her pleas for him 
to stop, he repeatedly thrust 
at her with a knife, going to 
the kitchen to get another 
when his first weapon bent. 

His defence at the origi¬ 
nal trial at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was ‘dimin¬ 
ished responsibility’, but the 
jury found him guilty. 

But Lord Justice Davis, 
sitting with Mrs Justice An¬ 
drews and Sir Colin Mackay, 
rejected the appeal bid say¬ 
ing: “This was an appalling 
incident. We do not consider 
the minimum term of 19 
years can be described even 
as severe.”

A DOG owner has spoken of her horror after she watched 
her Alsatian being knocked down by what she claims was a 
speeding car on a road with a 5mph limit at a Black Coun¬ 
try park. 

Carol Chambers, aged 67, was walking with her daughter 
Sarah in Langley Park when the car struck her dog Sally, 
trapping her beneath the vehicle. The nine-year-old pooch 
was left shaken but uninjured despite the ordeal. 

Mrs Chambers, who lives near the park, said the car was 
travelling along a path which runs up to the park-keeper’s 
lodge and has a 5mph limit. 

But Mrs Chambers says she believes the car was travel¬ 
ling at up to 25mph. The owner of the vehicle stopped but, 
she claims, did provide any details and Mrs Chambers had 
now reported it to the police who are investigating. 

Mrs Chambers said it was not the first time she had seen 
cars travelling faster than the 5mph limit. “I am a respon¬ 
sible dog owner and I was picking up after Sally when this 
car came around the corner along the path fast and hit her. 
She was stuck beneath the front of the car,” she said. 

“She is slightly overweight which the vet said probably 
helped as it gave her some padding and prevented her from 
bad injuries.”

A HEARTLESS burglar who left a 94-year-old 
woman with a deathwish after ransacking 
her home of seven decades must swallow 
his ‘severe’ sentence, top judges have ruled. 

Polish-born Dariusz Wieckowski, tore out tele¬ 
phone lines and smashed a burglar alarm before he 
and another raider grabbed jewellery from the pen¬ 


sioner’s Oldbury home. 

The thug, of no fixed 
abode, was caged for five 
years at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court in May, 2013 
after he admitted two bur¬ 
glaries and one count of 
handling stolen goods. 

Last week three senior 
judges at London’s Appeal 
Court rejected a sentence 
challenge by Wieckowski, 
aged 30, saying his punish¬ 
ment was tough but ‘justifi¬ 
ably so’. 

Sir Colin Mackay said 
Wieckowski and another 
man struck after the elderly 
victim had been put to bed 
by her carer, forcing their 
way in through a rear win¬ 
dow on January 26, 2013. 

Having tampered with 
the burglar alarm, the pair 
wrenched out phone lines 
and snatched irreplaceable 
items, before fleeing. The 
victim was unaware of the

raid until the next morning. 
However, she later gave a 
statement saying she no 
longer felt safe in her home 
of 73 years. 

She could not eat or 
drink in the aftermath of 
the burglary and had to be 
treated for dehydration in 
hospital before returning 
home. “Whenever her carer 
visited, she simply said she 
wanted to die,” the appeal 
judge said. 

Wieckowski was also con¬ 
nected to an earlier burglary 
in West Bromwich. On ap¬ 
peal, his lawyers argued his 
punishment was over the 
top. But Sir Colin, sitting 
with Lord Justice Davis and 
Mrs Justice Andrews, said: 
“It was a sentence that was 
severe and, in our judgment, 
justifiably so.”

Lecturer tells how the war was 
won by Staffordshire Brigade 


IT was a key moment in the lead- 
up to victory in the First World 
War, according to the Allied 
Commander-in-Chief and ‘the 
blow from which there could be 
no German recovery’. 

And it was delivered by thousands of 
Staffordshire soldiers who had previously 
only been trusted with routine operations. 

The 137 (Staffordshire) Brigade’s hero¬ 
ics in breaking the Hindenburg Line at Bel- 
lenglise, France is often overlooked. Now a 
military expert is attempting to redress the 
balance to make sure the soldiers get the 
recognition they deserve. 

Troops needed to get across the St Quen¬ 
tin Canal, which at some points was 6ft 
deep but also had thick mud in sections that 
had begun to dry out. 

By capturing the bridge, they could push 
back the German line to the point where 
they had no room for manoeuvre. But they 
were hampered by dense fog and fierce 
enemy attacks. Last week, Dr John Bourne,

from Burslem held a lecture entitled ‘How 
Staffordshire Won the First World War’ at 
the university campus in Stafford. 

He is a vice-president of the Western 
Front Association, a member of the Brit¬ 
ish Commission for Military History and a 
fellow of the Royal Historical Society and 
he ranks the achievements of the Brigade 
as among the greatest in modern military 
history. 

In the years before the First World War 
Staffordshire showed staunch support for 
the recently-created Territorial Force. 

The first TF division to deploy to France, 
137 Brigade suffered cruelly in the attack 
on the Hohenzollern Redoubt on October 
13, 1915, which was the worst day of the 
war for casualties in Staffordshire, and 
again at Gommecourt on July 1, 1916. 

But on September 29 the Brigade broke 
the Hindenburg Line at Bellenglise, which 


was where the German army had retreated 
to. Dr Bourne says it was ‘one of the most 
spectacular feats of arms on the Western 
Front’. 

It was described by Marshal Foch, the Al¬ 
lied Commander-in-Chief. as the ‘blow from 
which there could be no German recovery’. 

The Brigade had 4,000 men at full 
strength but the influenza pandemic had 
hit numbers. 

Dr Bourne said: “The Hindenburg Line 
was not really a line at all, it was a dense 
position full of barbed wire, machine gun 
nests, drop out points and bunkers, with 
masses of artillery. 

“The division had to cross the Riqueval 
Bridge at St Quentin and they had a pretty 
bad time of it. 

“They had very little powerful artillery 
and there was thick fog. The vast major¬ 
ity of the men could not swim so they got 
across the water by suspending a chain 
across and swinging from it. But the bridge 
was the best way to get across, though it 
was being strongly defended.” 


A key element was the capture of the 
Riqueval Bridge by a group led by Cap¬ 
tain Humphrey Charlton, a Kings Bromley 
vicar’s son. He had joined the Veterinary 
Corps, was called up to join the conflict in 
1915 and led an inspiring against the odds 
victory. 

The Brigade’s most famous leader was 
Brigadier General John Vaughan Camp¬ 
bell, who was later awarded the Victoria 
Cross for his actions during the Battle of 
the Somme in 1916 when he rallied his 
men and led them against the enemy ma¬ 
chine-guns, capturing the guns and killing 
the personnel. 

Aged 40 at the time, an image of him ad¬ 
dressing thousands of troops from the Ri¬ 
queval Bridge shows the sheer scale of the 
operation. 

The Brigade prevented the German 
troops blowing up the bridge by bringing 
down the rows of men showering them in 
a hail of machine gun fire. It meant they 
could cross the bridge and push the German 
army even further back.

Memories flood back 
at church open day

A COMMUNITY has been 
saying farewell to its church 
after it shut its doors for 
good on Sunday. 

St Luke’s Church in Cradley 
Heath has closed after almost 170 
years of worship due to escalating 
repair costs - around £750,000. 

The congregation will now move to 
St John’s Church, in Dudley Wood.

Mavis Pearson, aged 83 and from 
Sutherland Road in the town, was 
one of those to visit the church at the 
event. She was married in St Luke’s 61 
years ago - on September 19,1953. All 
three of her children have also been 
christened there. 

Archives 

The great-grandmother of four said: 
“We always relied on the church for 
the big events. 

“They had a book down there on the 
day with the children’s christenings 
written in. We were looking for the 
register for our wedding but it was in 
the archives. 

“Our wedding day was lovely, we 
were both from Cradley Heath so it 
was our parish church. 

“I took a picture by the alter where I 
got married - 61 years ago I was kneel¬ 
ing in that spot,” she said. 

The emotional final service at St 
Luke’s stopped halfway through for a 
procession to their new home in Dud¬ 
ley Wood. 


Churchwarden and lay minister 
Val Cope was baptised, confirmed 
and married her late husband at St 
Luke’s, and her children were also 
baptised and married there. 

She said: “It’s a new beginning, we 
are going from the old to the new. 

“The people at St John’s have made 
the congregation here very welcome at 
joint services, so we are looking for¬ 


ward to being part of that church. It’s 
been a pleasure to be at St Luke’s, the 
memories are fantastic.” 

The church’s presence on the High 
Street will remain but in the form of 
Cradley Heath Community Link open¬ 
ing at number 30. 

The Bishop of Dudley, the Right 
Rev Graham Usher, led the final act of 
public worship at 10.30am on Sunday.

Nurse who came through 
tragedy of losing mother 


NHS HEROES 

ONCE again we focus some of 
our time on the quiet heroes of 
the NHS, from a wide variety of 
backgrounds, doing a wide vari¬ 
ety of jobs. 

Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust is one 
of the Black Country’s largest 
NHS organisations. 

It employs 7,500 people, many 
of whom live locally. 

Last year, the trust provides 
care from 150 locations. 

This week we highlight: 

Community staff nurse 

KIRAN DROCH 



AS a 15-year-old schoolgirl, 
Kiran Droch already recog¬ 
nised the benefits of educa¬ 
tion, and was studying hard 
to ensure she gained the 
qualifications she needed to 
pursue a career in nursing. 

That’s when tragedy struck as 
her beloved mum Bimla - her role 
model - was diagnosed and died 
from cancer aged only 34. 

As community staff nurse for 
Sandwell and West Birmingham Hos¬ 
pitals NHS Trust, Kiran, aged 24, 
tells her story: “My life quite literally 
changed overnight, as I was left with¬ 
out my mum and no immediate family 
nearby to help me through the most 
challenging time of my life.” 

Kiran works for the Trust that runs 
City Hospital - where she was born. 
She said: “I have always wanted to be 
a nurse because my mum inspired me 
by demonstrating the true qualities of 
a nurse. She was always helping peo¬ 
ple and I remember when I was a little 
girl she would go out of her way to help 
anyone who needed it. 

Stability 

“When she died, my little brother 
Pavan was only eight years old and he 
desperately needed some stability to 
help him through the loss. My dad was 
overcome with grief, so I had to put 
mine to one side and turn to the prac¬ 
tical matters of keeping a roof over our 
heads and food on the table. 

“My own plans for study were put 
on hold as I left school at 16 and took 
on three retail jobs (from sales assis¬ 
tant to shelf stacker) working from 
6am through to 10.30pm at night. 
I did this for two years as I was the 
sole breadwinner and had to keep my 
family together. A year later, I saw an 
advertisement for a two-year NHS ap¬ 
prenticeship to train as a health care 


assistant with NVQ qualifications 
on successful completion, however it 
stated that experience was required. 

“Although I had no formal caring ex¬ 
perience, I had personal experience of 
nursing my mother. I took my chances 
and applied for the job and in the in¬ 
terview I spoke from my heart to show 
how determined I was. Happily I was 
offered the apprenticeship, and from 
then on I never looked back. I went on 
to train in phlebotomy (taking blood) 
smoking cessation, measuring BMI 
(body mass index) and other medical 
tests. I really wanted to work in a hos¬ 
pital environment and was appointed 
to a role in phlebotomy working at 
weekends. I did this in addition to my 
apprenticeship. 

“From qualifying as a HCA, I then 
concentrated on training to be a nurse. 
I am so thankful that it has worked 
out for me and I love my role in the 
community as a staff nurse caring for 
my patients. I see around 40 patients 


a week, visiting them in their own 
homes and providing holistic and med¬ 
ical care. I love my job and am lucky to 
work with wonderful colleagues in the 
district nurse team.” 

Kiran spends her free time doing 
DIY as her next big challenge is mov¬ 
ing house. She does not allow anything 
to stand in her way as she tackles re¬ 
placing floorboards, painting, wallpa¬ 
pering and home maintenance in the 
same manner she approaches all new 
challenges - head on. 

She added: “I am saving up to get 
married, as every penny I have earned 
up to now has gone on paying house¬ 
hold bills. I have never had anything 
spare to save for myself. So now with 
Pavan just turned 18 and settled into 
college studying travel and tourism, I 
am planning on saving little by little 
until I can afford the wedding my mum 
wanted me to have. It was something 
she had always dreamed of, and I am 
determined I will fulfil this for her.”

Book has a degree 
of sporting history

THEY were the trailblazing stars who graced the hallowed 
turf of The Hawthorns to help change the game for black 
footballers. 

Now West Brom’s ‘Three Degrees’ have been honoured 
in a book helping a new generation learn of their impact on 
British football. 

The Black Footballers Heritage Book has been published 
thanks to a Heritage Lottery grant celebrating the history 
of black footballers who fought prejudice on the terraces. 

It has been compiled by businessman Jim Cadman who 
is behind a project to create a statue in honour of Albion 
legends Cyrille Regis, Brendon Batson and Laurie Cun¬ 
ningham. 

It brings together the life stories of around 50 players 
who have played their part in breaking down racial barri¬ 
ers, from Arthur Wharton, the first black professional foot¬ 
baller to play in the Football League, right up to modern 
days stars like Albion forward Saido Berahino. 

The book was showcased at The Hawthorns last Wednes¬ 
day. Students from Sandwell College helped with research. 
Regis and Batson met the students at the ground alongside 
Mr Cadman to celebrate the book’s publication. 


Pledge over 
IVF services 


COUNCIL chiefs have vowed to continue 
fighting for couples who struggle to con¬ 
ceive in Sandwell after it was revealed the 
number of cycles of IVF women are entitled 
to will be halved. 

Sandwell’s Health and Scrutiny Board 
objected to the proposals which were made 
by the Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Clinical Commissioning Group (CCG). 

The proposals were made as part of an 
attempt by the CCG to ‘harmonise’ access 
to IVF treatments in the area. 

Women are currently entitled to two 
cycles and this will remain the same until 
March 2016 when it will be reviewed. 

The decision was made at a meeting of 
the Joint Health Scrutiny Committee which 
the council shares with Birmingham City 
Council on October 7 

Councillor Paul Sandars, health scrutiny 
board chair, said: “Members have fought for 
this service to be maintained as they wanted 
to make sure that Sandwell residents do not 
see a reduction in the services.” 


Fencing bid to 
foil park riders 

FENCING will be built around aWillenhall 
beauty spot and patrols across the borough 
are being stepped up as police crack down 
yobs wreaking havoc on off-road bikes. 

Officers say security needs to be tight¬ 
ened at Rough Wood Country Park after a 
spate of complaints. It comes as police take 
action else where across Walsall including 
Pheasey Park Farm, Bloxwich and Bentley 
after similar problems. 

Forty mopeds and quad bikes have been 
seized in The Lea, Blakenall, after neigh¬ 
bours said gangs were making their lives a 
misery. Another two have been seized near 
Rough Wood. Police say an inspection of the 
fencing has revealed it needs to be improved 
to stop the youths getting on the site. 

Sergeant Gurmit Nagra said: “We have 
increased high visibility foot patrols in the 
park and conducted a number of operations 
resulting in the seizure of two off- road mo¬ 
torbikes and three offenders being taken to 
court. All offenders were fined and motor¬ 
bikes were confiscated by court order. 


A SLOVAKIAN woman in¬ 
volved in a gay marriage 
scam with an illegal immi¬ 
grant was on the run with a 
12 month jail sentence hang¬ 
ing over her head. 

Marianna Bartkova was sen¬ 
tenced in her absence after failing 
to turn up for her Wolverhampton 
Crown Court on Friday. 

Ramon Suru, a 40-year-old divorced 
father of two who shared a one bed¬ 
room flat with her in New Street, West 
Bromwich, stood in the dock alone as 
both wereconvicted of conspiring to¬ 
gether to evade immigration law at the 
end of a five day trial. He was locked 
up for 15 months. 

Suru plotted to marry 36-year-old 
Indian-born Gurmail Joshan who was 
in the UK illegally after overstaying 
a student visa and living in St Chris¬ 
topher’s Close, West Bromwich. The

civil ceremony was set to take place at 
Gretna Green Register Office on June 
28 last year but was halted by police 
and immigration officials as the two 
men were about to tie the knot. 

Bartkova, who had travelled up to 
Scotland from the Midlands in the 
same car as them as was due to be a 
witness at the wedding. She also had 
£1,000 cash in an envelope which also 
held the credit card of Joshan. Suru 
had the name of the person he was 
about to wed written on a piece of 
paper together with the date and lo¬ 
cation of their supposed first meeting. 

Miss Elisabeth Bussey-Jones, prose¬ 
cuting, said : “This was a record of es¬ 
sential information you were supposed 
to give if anybody asked to check if you 
were entering into a proper marriage.” 
When asked to explain its contents he 


replied: ‘I don’t have an explanation.’” 

Suru arrived in this country 10 
years ago, split from his wife, and had 
shared accommodation with 30-year- 
old Bartkova at a variety of different 
locations in the UK before the pair 
moved to their West Bromwich ad¬ 
dress in 2012. He claimed they were 
just distant relatives but she had de¬ 
scribed him as her partner in unre¬ 
lated dealings with the police. Both 
were jobless and living off benefits. 

Joshan admitted conspiring to evade 
immigration law and was jailed for 12 
months at an earlier hearing. He was 
removed from the UK by immigration 
officials on October 9. 

Illegal immigrants can apply to stay 
as a citizen if they marry nationals 
from EU countries, such as Slovakia 
and Joshan had booked to marry a 
woman at West Bromwich Register 
Office three times - just months before 
the proposed ‘gay’ ceremony - but nei¬ 
ther party had arrived for any of these.

Angler who shone laser pen 
into cochplt of plane jailed 


AN angler from Smethwick, who de¬ 
liberately shone a laser at the cock¬ 
pit of a plane with 155 passengers on 
board has been jailed for a year. 

The first officer piloting the Ryanair flight 
from Dublin was dazzled and the captain dis¬ 
tracted during the most critical part of the ap¬ 
proach to Birmingham Airport, a court heard. 

Captain Fabian Renzow described seeing the 
intense green beam seeking out his aircraft and 
‘hunting us down’. 

A police helicopter on patrol was diverted to 


find the source of the laser and its pilot had to 
change course to avoid it. But the pilot did spot 
the source of the laser, a pool in Washbrook 
Lane, Norton Canes, near Cannock. Officers 
went to the pool and found four men, who all 
initially denied being involved. 

Bait 

One, Steve Johnson, eventually went to his 
car and handed over a laser pen. He said he had 
been using it to scare birds away from his bait. 

Mr Robert Price, prosecuting, told Stafford 
Crown Court that the Ryanair Boeing 737 flight 


FR668 was approaching Birmingham Airport at 
just 6,000ft on April 26 this year when the crew 
became aware of a green light about three miles 
ahead. They radioed for police help. 

The plane was kept on autopilot while the 
light was monitored. At one point the beam en¬ 
tered the cockpit, dazzling First Officer James 
Pyle. The two crew members did land the plane 
safely. 

Johnson, aged 34, of Norman Road, admitted 
two charges of doing an act likely to endanger an 
aircraft. Mr Harpreet Sandhu, defending, said: 
“It was an act of gross stupidity.” 


Naming honour 
for town’s VC 

A ROAD sign in honour of West Brom¬ 
wich’s only Victoria Cross hero is set to be 
unveiled on Friday. 

Captain Robert Edwin Phillips was 
awarded the medal in 1917 for his bravery 
while serving as a lieutenant in Mesopo¬ 
tamia. The road was adopted by Sandwell 
Council in 2008, but it is unclear why it 
was called Edwin Phillips Drive when it 
was created in 2008, and did not have his 
full name. 

A campaign was started by local histo¬ 
rian Terry Price to properly honour Cap¬ 
tain Phillips, but residents did not want 
the road re-named. A new, larger sign will 
be unveiled which includes information 
about Captain Phillips’ VC and his proper 
name. 
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Dairy proves cream 
of crop for visitors

A RESTORED 17th century dairy is proving a hit with vis¬ 
itors to Oak House Museum in West Bromwich. 

A detailed replica of the house’s former dairy, where mu¬ 
seum staff use techniques of the day to make cheese and 
butter, has been created in a former reception office. 

It is part of a wider £1.4million project which has seen 
former barns restored and converted into a new visitor 
centre. 

This offers a new shop, classroom, community meeting 
room and cafe and has been created inside two barns which 
date back to the 1650s and 1800s. 

Museum services manager Jane Hanney said visitor 
numbers had been ‘really encouraging’ since it opened in 
early September and it was another boost for the museum 
along with the visitor centre. 

The dairy has been created with the help of an old in¬ 
ventory for Oak House - a half-timbered yeoman farmer’s 
house. The inventory describes what was in the dairy at 
the time, and offers an insight into life at Oak House 400 
years ago. 

Speeder banned 
after lOOmph race 

A SPEEDER caught racing in his Subaru Impreza on Fort 
Parkway in Birmingham at more than lOOmph has been 
banned from driving and ordered to pay £1,200. 

Police said Mohammed Sheen was spotted jockeying with 
a Mitsubishi Lancer Evolution driven by Deepal Riat, of 
Oakhampton Drive, West Bromwich,during a police opera¬ 
tion targeting street racers. 

The 27-year-old, from Alderbrook Road, Solihull, denied 
street racing but found guilty at Birmingham Magistrates 
Court and banned from driving for 12 months and ordered 
to pay £1,200 in fines and costs. 

Prosecutors dropped the case against Riat, also 27, after 
hearing he was already subject to a community order — in¬ 
cluding 200 hours of unpaid work - imposed on 27 July at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court for driving offences.

THE case of a hit-and-run tragedy may never 
be solved after the case was closed due to 
lack of evidence. 

Retired foundry worker Bill Fenton was run over 
and killed in the incident at around 9.30pm on No¬ 
vember 23 last year. The 73-year-old, from Astbury 
Avenue, Smethwick, was found lying in the street in 


nearby Beakes Road. 

He was pronounced dead 
at Queen Elizabeth Hospi¬ 
tal, Birmingham. 

An inquest into his death 
held last Tuesday at Smeth¬ 
wick Council House heard 
that as the police have been 
unable to identify the vehi¬ 
cle involved, and the case is 
now closed pending any new 
evidence or information. 

Pc Jan Such, from the 
collision investigation unit, 
said pieces of a headlamp 
found at the scene and 
flecks of paint found on Mr 
Fenton’s clothes suggested 
the car would have been 
a lido blue-coloured Fiat 
Punto, made between 2003 
and 2006. 

She said: “We made in¬ 
quiries with Fiat and it tran¬ 
spires since that colour was 
used, some 6,200 vehicles 
have been manufactured in 
that colour.” 

A total of 616 vehicles 
matching the suspected 
description are registered 
in the area, and all owners 
have been visited by officers. 
She added: “CCTV was in-

conclusive - all it showed 
was a vehicle leaving the 
scene somewhat rapidly.” 

She added: “In terms of 
the paint fragments, we 
were informed by the labo¬ 
ratory that even if we were 
to recover a vehicle to com¬ 
pare as a control against the 
samples, even if they were 
a chemical match, which 
is extremely unlikely, it 
would still not be conclusive 
proof.” 

Black Country senior 
coroner Zafar Saddique re¬ 
corded that Mr Fenton died 
following a road traffic col¬ 
lision.

Angry residents blast 
officials over bus route 


Mayoress 
praises 
work of 
charities 


First fight for fair pay 


On the march for fair pay for women in a demonstration recreation 


ANGRY residents were given the 
chance to voice their concerns 
to transport officials at a public 
meeting about the axing of an 
important bus route. 

The service, which ran through Old 
Hill, Cradley Heath and Quarry Bank 
to Russells Hall Hospital, was ended 
earlier in the summer. 

Officials from National Express and Cen¬ 
tro attended the public meeting at Birch 
Coppice Methodist Church in Quarry Bank 
along with Councillor Bryan Cotterill. 

The representatives outlined plans for a 
replacement bus service but both residents 
and Councillor Cotterill say they are not 
happy as the route does not go through to 
some important stops such as Russells Hall 
Hospital. 

Janine Willetts, of Bath Road, Brierley 
Hill, who was a regular user of the service, 
said: “We know that running a bus service 
is expensive, but we were told that the 
old 297 service costs £100,000 to run, and 
then they were telling us that the new 289 
service which they want to put in will cost 
£125,000. Where is the sense in that? 

“I would like the old service back but 
I don’t care what they call it as long as it 
goes to the right stops. There are a lot of 
vulnerable people around here who are old 
or disabled and the changes will just leave 
them without a service. 

“I just think that if there are so many 
people complaining then listen to them.” 

The replacement 289 service will be in 
place by November 30. 

Another resident, Mary Rousell, said: 
“About a fortnight ago I went to Russells 
Hall for a blood test but a round trip that 
should have taken me less than an hour 
took me two because I had to go up to 
Merry Hill and then wait for another bus.” 

Babs Coombes, Centro’s Black Country 
area manager, said: “The concerns were 
around frequency of buses in this area. The 
new 289 service will run along here which 
will re-instate the service the residents had 
before” 


A RE-ENACTMENT of the 1910 
Cradley Heath women chainmak- 
ers’ strike was held at the Black 
Country Living Museum on Satur¬ 
day. 

Led by charismatic trade union¬ 
ist Mary Macarthur, portrayed by 
Stourbridge woman Lynn Morris, a 
procession illustrated the womens’ 
fight for a fair wage. Mrs Morris 
read out a victory speech to hun¬ 
dreds of visitors. 

Among those in the parade were 
members of the Fizzogs and Open 
Door Theatre. Mrs Morris said: 


“Mary Macarthur was an amazing 
woman, I think we don’t see pow¬ 
erful role female models like here 
anymore. She stood up against the 
powers that be for those without a 
voice, and won. 

“We have been doing this for sev¬ 
eral years and we find people come 
back again to see it and to connect 
with her. They want to be inspired 
by what she did.” Deb Nicholls, 
from the Fizzogs, said: “I think for 
us, being from the Black Country 
and being women, it is important 
we remember events like this.” 



THE Mayoress of Walsall 
was the centre of attention 
as she met hundreds of peo¬ 
ple from across the commu¬ 
nity. 

Laura Barnes, niece of 
Mayor Councillor Pete 
Smith, mingled with 300 in¬ 
vited guests at the event at 
Walsall Town Hall. 

It is traditionally seen as 
an opportunity for people 
to meet the mayoress, with 
Civic Sunday being the may¬ 
or’s equivalent. 

Mrs Barnes, aged 38, said 
she is ‘loving every min¬ 
ute’ of her time in the role, 
which she took up in May. 

Guests including charity 
fundraisers, volunteers and 
community group leaders 
gathered for the afternoon 
tea. Money was raised 
for the mayoral charities, 
which this year are Macmil¬ 
lan Cancer Support, the MS 
Society, Walsall Heart Care 
and Bloxwich Community 
Partnership. 

The proceeds are cur¬ 
rently being counted but it 
is hoped hundreds of pounds 
has been generated. 

Mrs Barnes, a former 
broadcast assistant on BBC 
Radio WM, said: “It was a 
really great day and it was 
fantastic to meet so many 
people” 

She said the role had 
opened her eyes to ‘all the 
good work being done in 
Walsall’. 

She added: “I’ve seen the 
place in a different light now 
- there is so much going on, 
I had no idea at all. 

“Communities are really 
pulling together.

Man jailed over 
cannabis plants 
haul in building 


A MAN who leased an industri¬ 
al unit in Halesowen which was 
used for growing cannabis has 
been jailed for 20 months. 

Officers found 368 cannabis plants 
when they raided the premises in 
Halesowen leased to Michael Teji, Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court was told. 

Mr Howard Searle, prosecuting, said of¬ 
ficers searched the unit in Belfont Trading 
Estate, Mucklow Hill, on February 10. “It 
was apparent the building was being used 
for the production of cannabis,” he said. 

Mr Searle said Teji,from East London, 
was not present at the time of the raid, but 
handed himself in the following day. 

“He took out a lease on that part of the 
building, paying a £2,000 deposit and then 
rent of £700 a month,” said Mr Searle, 
adding that the plants would have yielded 
cannabis with a street value of between 
£100,000 and £300,000. 


Miss Rebecca Wade, representing 
24-year-old Teji, said her client had no pre¬ 
vious convictions or cautions, and presented 
a number of character reference. 

“He was the first member of his family 
to go to university, and after leaving uni¬ 
versity he got a job in PC World,” said Miss 
Wade. 

“He also ran football training and coach¬ 
ing sessions and during that he injured his 
hand, which caused him to lose his employ¬ 
ment. That cost him his self-esteem, and 
caused him to smoke cannabis.” 

Miss Wade said Teji was now clear of 
drugs. “He has found himself employment 
as an ambulance care assistant with the ul¬ 
timate goal of becoming a paramedic,” she 
added. 

“It was clearly not a sophisticated act on 
his part, he got the lease on the property 
with the contract details in his real name.” 

Teji was ordered to pay a £100 victim sur¬ 
charge. 


Problem alleyway to be locked up 
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Wendy Stroud and Councillors Steve Trow and Dr Trevor Crumpton oversee clean-up work at a problem alleyway in Old Warley 


A PROBLEM alleyway that attracts 
persistent anti-social behaviour and 
fly-tipping is set to be blocked up after 
a campaign by residents. 

The alleyway, between Kingsway 
and Walters Road in Old Warley, has 
been overgrown, filled with rubbish 
and has been plagued by nuisance be¬ 
haviour from yobs. 

But following a petition signed by 
homeowners at all 85 affected proper¬ 
ties, Sandwell Council will now be in¬ 
stalling four gates to seal off the alley. 


As part of Sandwell’s borough-wide 
Safer 6 campaign, offenders carrying 
out Community Payback and a team 
from the council’s waste partner Serco 
have carried out a clean-up, cutting 
back overgrown foliage and removing 
dumped rubbish. 

The clean-up has paved the way for 
the council to install gates by the end 
of this month, with residents provided 
with keys. 

Wendy Stroud, who led the petition, 
said: “Having the access cleared is a 


great relief to residents who have suf¬ 
fered litter, fly-tipping and anti-social 
behaviour over many years. 

“The gating will give us a huge sense 
of security knowing we can access our 
homes and garages safely.” 

Councillor Steve Trow, Oldbury 
town lead member for Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil, said safety and security for neigh¬ 
bourhoods remained a top priority for 
the council.

RIGHT to Buy is the scheme 
that helps eligible council 
and housing association ten¬ 
ants buy their home by of¬ 
fering a discount on the pur¬ 
chase price. 

Since 2012 the discounts avail¬ 
able have increased and the rates 
have recently risen again.

£77,000 in England, and £102,700 
if you live in London.

H ow do you like your dramas? 
Straight down the line, or with a 
twist or two? Maybe with an 
offbeat or supernatural element, and 
perhaps a few stars thrown in for good 
measure?

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Pulsar looks like business

Nissan re-enters the family 
hatchback sector with the Pul¬ 
sar, a somewhat conservative 
alternative to its extrovert cross¬ 
overs like the Juke. 

The engine range is limited but will 
expand with sportier models coming 
on stream. It’s early days yet but the 
omens appear very promising. 

Almost a decade ago, Nissan did some¬ 
thing radical, something that’s never been 
done by a mass market car manufacturer 
before. It abandoned the traditional gen¬ 
res of family hatches and medium range 
saloons, ditching the Almera and Prime- 
ra models and concentrated instead on 
crossovers and SUVs. Cars like the mas¬ 
sive-selling Qashqai and the Juke became 
Nissan’s bread and butter and many other 
manufacturers scrambled to copy Nissan’s 
model of success. 

You can probably guess what happens 
next. Just as everyone else jumps ship to 
flood the market with lookalike crossovers, 
Nissan has decided to go back to the mar¬ 
ket it last served with the rather forgettable 
Almera. This time it revives an old name . 

The Pulsar has been fitted with an all-tur¬ 
bocharged range of engines, as is the 
current vogue, largely carried over from 
the Qashqai range. Petrol buyers don’t 
get a lot of choice as its stands with just 
a downsized 115PS 1.2-litre DIG-T engine 
available, although dealers will take orders 
for the 190PS 1.6-litre DIG-T that’s proven 
popular in the Juke. Choose diesel, as 


most UK buyers in this class do, and you 
get to select between a HOPS 1.6-litre 
diesel and, well, that’s it. Where the diesel 
is solely offered with a six-speed manual 
transmission, the petrol engine comes 
with the choice of a manual or a six-speed 
Xtronic automatic gearbox. 

Nissan hasn’t done anything too radical 
to the styling of the Pulsar. It’s almost as if 
they want to re-enter the market quietly, ap¬ 
pealing to more conservative buyers who 
couldn’t picture themselves behind the 
wheel of a Juke or a Qashqai. 

The Barcelona-built Pulsar features in¬ 
stantly recognisable Nissan hallmarks like 
the V-motion grille and boomerang-shaped 
lighting signature with bold and energetic 
curves on the body side. It features some 
bold surfacing on the flanks although there 
are aspects of the rear end that are quite 
Corolla. 

The interior features higher quality ma¬ 
terials than we’ve seen on Nissan hatches 
to date, and there seems to have been a 
concerted effort to create a common look 
and feel across typefaces and grains on 
the dash. Thanks to the longest wheel¬ 
base in the class at 2,700mm, the Pulsar 
offers considerably more rear legroom and 
shoulder room than its sector rivals. 

The entry level Visia is priced from 
£15,995 and gets a strong standard equip¬ 
ment count including a 5” colour screen, 
steering wheel mounted controls, Blue¬ 
tooth and air conditioning. Step up to the 
Acenta model and another £1,700 or so 
nets you added extras like Forward Emer¬ 
gency Braking, automatic lights and wip¬ 
ers and Nissan’s ingenious i-Key system. 
The n-tec versions adds 17” alloys, privacy

gfass and Nissan s signature LED lights. It 

also offers a colour reversing camera and 
NissanConnect 2, an infotainment system 
offering full smartphone integration, Goog¬ 
le Send-to-Car and access to a wide vari¬ 
ety of apps. 

At the top of the range is the Tekna, 
priced from £20,345, which gets further 
Nissan Safety Shield Technologies includ¬ 
ing Forward Emergency Braking, Moving 
Object Detection, Lane Departure Warning 
and Blind Spot Warning for the ultimate in 
passenger protection. Even the entry level 
model is well kitted out for safety equip¬ 


ment with six airbags, wheel-mounted 

audio controls, a tyre pressure monitoring 
system, anti lock brakes backed up by 
electronic brakeforce distribution, and a 
stability control system that also include 
Nissan’s Active Trace Control, which keeps 
you from deviating from your steered path. 

We suspect that this will be a toe in the 
water for Nissan with more charismatic 
NISMO performance models slated for fu¬ 
ture release. It’s been a long time coming 
but the Pulsar looks as if it means busi-

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Ford C-Max hits spot 
and is an easy choice

Compromise doesn’t have to be 
a dirty word. In fact, intelligent 
compromise is exactly what 
underpins the design of Ford’s 
C-MAX compact MPV. 

Here’s a car that needs to be big 
enough to fit family and luggage but 
not so big that it’s too hard to pilot 
around town or park. It requires an 
engine with the torque to move a ful¬ 
ly loaded car but not one that’s so 
thirsty that the family purse strings 
are going to be stretched to breaking 
point. It would need all the modern 
safety and convenience features that 
buyers demand, but pricing that isn’t 
out of reach of wage packets that al¬ 
ready have school uniforms to buy 
and hungry mouths to feed. 

Hitting the sweet spot in all of those de¬ 
cisions and many others beside is where 
the expertise lies and is the reason why the 
C-MAX is one of the biggest selling cars in 
its class. Ford first introduced this compact 
MPV model in 2003 and since then has 
sold more than 1.2 million in Europe and 
currently holds a 12 per cent market share. 

The C-MAX was always an easy pick 
for anyone who enjoyed driving. It was by 
far the best car in its class when showed 
a B-road. 

Now that the Golf SV is around, that 
superiority is no longer quite so cut and 
dried, but it’s still a class act. Particular at¬ 
tention this time round has been paid to 
improving refinement. 

Noise, vibration and harshness have 
been improved through the use of thick¬ 
er side glass and more absorbent seals 
around the tailgate and rear view mirror. 
The engine bay heat shield has been filled 
with acoustic damping material to reduce 
powertrain noise and diesel variants are 
equipped with extra acoustic seals to fur¬ 
ther reduce noise intrusion. A re-tuned 
dual mass flywheel helps to reduce shak¬ 
ing forces when the engine is under load, 
while revised engine mounts offer im¬ 
proved refinement during Auto-Start-Stop 
operation. 

The star of the engine line-up is the 
120PS 1.5-litre TDCi diesel engine, seen 
for the first time in the C-MAX, replacing 
the old 1.6-litre unit. Power goes up by 
five per cent while emissions drop by six 
points. 

There are also the multi-award winning 
1.0-litre EcoBoost petrol engines, offered 
once again in 100 and 125PS outputs. The 
big banger in the range is a revised 2.0-li- 
tre diesel. 

The design of this C-MAX is evolution¬ 
ary, with many of the details being brought 
up to date to reflect contemporary Ford 
thinking. 


The dynamic styling delivers a stronger, 
sleeker front end, featuring Ford’s distinc¬ 
tive inverted trapezoidal grille. 

The washer jets have been hidden un¬ 
derneath the windscreen to give a clean¬ 
er look while the tailgate has been given 
a smoother and more sophisticated one- 
piece appearance. 

Inside, you’ll find a dash that’s a lot less 
fussy than the previous model, reflecting 
the customer-led design refinements that 
have already been executed on the Focus. 
There are fewer controls and switches, 
while the new black satin trim and chrome 
detailing contributes to a cleaner look. 
Functions are simpler to use, such as the 
air-conditioning controls that now feature 
buttons that are easier to recognise and 
distinguish from each other. Practicality 
improves too, with a redesigned centre 
storage console. 

The seats still tumble down individual¬ 
ly in one motion to create a flat floor, with 
over 470-litres of space with all five seats 
in place. 

Gizmos 

Ford has gone quite big on electronic 
gizmos in this latest iteration of the C-MAX. 
The last model also had a lot of smart tech 
features and Ford rightly left most of them 
on the options list, giving customers the 
choice of whether they wanted to pay 
extra or not for these nice-to-haves. You 
can now get one of those tailgate openers 
which operate when you wave your foot 
under the bumper. 

There’s also a perpendicular parking 
system and Active City Stop collision 
avoidance that operates at up to 31mph. 
Ford’s latest Sync2 voice-activated con¬ 
nectivity system is also on offer, delivering 
smartphone sync and the chance to con¬ 
trol some of the car’s minor functions by 
voice command. The clearer eight-inch 
colour touchscreen is a welcome addition. 

Ford also bring us MyKey technology, 
which lets parents set a top speed and lim¬ 
it stereo volume in advance to prevent the 
young ‘uns getting a bit overexcited. 

The diesel models really come into their 
own when you’re willing to put some miles 
on the clock. If you want the C-MAX as a 
school run and shopping vehicle, you’d be 
better advised going for one of the eco¬ 
nomical 1.0-litre petrol models as they’re 
priced so cheaply as to be a more cost-ef¬ 
fective purchase. 

Really leverage the economy benefits 
of the diesel engine though and you’ll 
save big. The 1.5-litre TDCI diesel returns 
a combined fuel economy figure of better 
than 65mpg. Go for the 2.0-litre and it will 
also get around 60mpg. Insurance reflects 
the C-MAX’s family owner profile, excellent 
safety and security record and low cost of 
repairs. The 1.6-litre model is expected to 
be rated at just Group 16E.

Kia aims 
to sell 
its Soul

Kia’s still got Soul. In fact it’s back with a 
second generation version of its cubic little 
supermini-MPV. 

The second generation Kia Soul is a much-im¬ 
proved proposition. 

Granted, it needed to be to avoid being left behind in a 
market sector stuffed with talented rivals, but in becoming 
bigger, much better finished, with slicker suspension and 
better refinement, Kia has equipped the Soul for success. 
As before, it offers a trendiertake on supermini motoring. 

The original Kia Soul was a great example of a car that 
looked great on paper but didn’t really cut it when you got 
behind the wheel. It didn’t ride very well, it wasn’t packaged 
as cleverly as it should have been and the interior design 
never lived up to the bold promise of that cubist exterior. Kia 
as a company has come a long way in recent years and it 
doesn’t have room on its books for a nearly car, so to that 
end, the Soul has been replaced with a second generation 
model that’s new from the ground up. 

Well, perhaps that’s a mild exaggeration, as it shares its 
chassis with the Kia cee’d but anyone who’s driven a cee’d 
will appreciate that this promises good things. The Soul 
didn’t sell too badly but it could have made a much bigger 
impact. Kia’s confident that this current car will catch up and 
then some. 

Where the old Soul had a jarring ride, moribund steering 
and poor refinement, the MK2 model aims to offer a much 
more involving drive. A modified version of the cee’d chassis 
is tasked with improving the Soul’s ride and handling. The 
front subframe utilises four bushings to improve refinement 
and reduce harshness. The shock absorbers on the torsion 
bar rear suspension have been turned vertically and length¬ 
ened, allowing for more suspension travel and improved 
ride comfort. The front suspension and steering box have 
also been altered to improve stability, lend better balance 
and yield benefits to on-centre steering feel. 

The engines comprise 1.6-litre petrol and diesel engines 
and a choice of six-speed manual or automatic transmis¬ 
sions. Both engines are carried over from the outgoing mod¬ 
el, but have been tweaked to offer improved efficiency and 
more competitive emissions. 

Kia has quite sensibly not fiddled too much with the most 
successful part of the Soul - its exterior styling. It’s still the 
same block-shaped profile that works well, this time updat¬ 
ed with some cleverer detailing. Much of this has been influ¬ 
enced by the 2012 Track’ster show car, including the large 
trapezoidal lower air intake, the location of the available fog 
lights and the reworking of Kia’s signature grille, while the 
“floating” body colour panel inset into the boot has its roots 
based in the Track’ster as well. 

Broadened 

Combining a longer 2,570mm wheelbase (up 20mm), 
overall width that’s broadened to 1,800mm (increased by 
15mm) and the same overall height of 1,610mm adds a more 
aggressive edge to the MK2 Soul’s appearance. The interior 
benefits from soft-touch materials on the instrument panel, 
centre console and door panels. Finishes like soft-grain 
leather and piano-black trims are also available. The Soul 
now benefits from a larger cabin with incremental increases 
in front leg room (1,090mm, 20mm more than the previous 
Soul), rear leg room (up 5mm to 993mm), front headroom 
(increased 5mm to 1,006mm) and front seat shoulder room 
(up 7mm to 1,410mm). This improved Soul also offers a 
13mm lower hip point and a step-in height that’s reduced 
5mm, allowing for even easier ingress and egress. Overall 
cargo capacity is increased from 340 to 354-litres with the 
rear seats in place. 

Prices for this Soul are still affordable, starting at well un¬ 
der £13,000 for the entry-level 1.6-litre GDI petrol variant. 
You’ll need around £16,500 for the least pricey 1.6 CRDi die¬ 
sel. Beyond the stripped-out ‘start’ variant, the bulk of the 
range is based around Connect, Connect Plus, Mixx and 
Maxx trim levels. All models get a DAB radio, Flex Steer 
variable power-assisted steering, coloured-keyed bumpers, 
power windows and mirrors, air conditioning, USB and AUX- 
in ports and six airbags. 

Further up the range, there are features like a premium 
Infiniti sound system, a reversing camera, sat nav and front 
speaker mood lighting, plus the contrasting roof colour and 
door mirror casings that will really set your car apart. The 
top Soul Maxx gets a huge panoramic glass roof, leather 
upholstery and smart key entry. 

The Soul’s engine efficiency has always been very good, 
though the figures have dropped a little over what was on of¬ 
fer before, presumably due to this improved model’s slightly 
greater weight. The 1.6 GDI petrol engine makes 41,5mpg 
and 158g/km of C02, while the 1.6 CRDi diesel registers 
56.5mpg and 132g/km, which falls to 47.1 mpg and 158g/km 
in the automatic version. 

Residual values for the Soul have always stood up fairly 
well and that has helped to put a cap on the overall pence 
per mile figure when running one. Couple that with low in¬ 
surance ratings and Kia’s excellent seven year/100,000 mile 
warranty and it all should result in a car that’s not going to 
put a huge dent in the family budget.

looks to the future 


IN a summer of massive upheaval at The 
Hawthorns, Mervyn Day slipped into Albion 
under the radar and walked headlong into a 
major project. 

Now, as the dust settles on a manic first three 
months at the Baggies, Day’s mission is to avoid a 
similar experience in 2015. 


Amid some high-profile co: 
season, the club’s head of re¬ 
cruitment arrived with little 
fanfare. 

But the 59-year-old for¬ 
mer West Ham and Leeds 
goalkeeper played a sig¬ 
nificant part in the major 
overhaul of Albion’s squad 
during a baptism of fire. 

“The club let 12 players 
go and 11 came in,” said 
Day. “That’s a massive 
turnover and we hope not 
to be in that position next 
year. 

“On my first day I looked 
at Alan Irvine’s tactics 
board, where all the names 
were, and there was nothing 
down the sides of the pitch. 

“So we looked at it think¬ 
ing we had to get some wide 
players, both defensive and 
attacking, and that became 
a massive task, as well as all 
the other bits and pieces we 
needed to fill in.” 

It meant Day, who was 
recruited to pull together 
the Baggies’ list of potential 
transfer targets, had to hit 
the ground running. 

He had to place his trust 
immediately in head Euro¬ 
pean scout Tony Spearing 
and chief domestic recruiter 
Stuart White, who had held 
the department together fol¬ 
lowing last season’s turmoil 
that saw the head of techni¬ 
cal performance Dave Mc¬ 
Donough, who had assumed 


lings and goings in the close 
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control of scouting, depart. 

McDonough was accused 
by players of stepping out¬ 
side his remit when he 
attempted to influence 
coaching under Pepe Mel, 
whose ill-judged appoint¬ 
ment he had championed. 
And, when he left the club 
in the wake of a players’ re¬ 
volt, McDonough left behind 
a demoralised staff. 

“We had a bit of involve¬ 
ment but a lot of the stuff 
that had been done over the 
previous year or two was on 
file so it was a case of try¬ 
ing to present what we had, 
with Tony and Stuart, to 
give the new coaching staff 
the best information we 
could,” said Day. 

Having helped the Bag¬ 
gies perform major surgery 
on their squad this summer, 
Day is now looking to the 
future. 

And the experienced for¬ 
mer gloveman is intent on 
avoiding a repeat of his first 
few weeks in the job. 

“Our job is to have an 
immediate list; a longer- 
term list and a really long¬ 
term one. That is what the 
department is - a library of 
players so we can providea 
list of those in any position, 
who may be available.”
